He paid a tribute 
to the! bnintry by stating that it\is: one 
of the best grain growing countries in 
the world. In going in for mixed agri- 
culture the farmer was not to grow less 
grain but none of the other products. 
Feed the grain on the farm and the re- 
sults would be better than selling the 
grain. B. C. was our national market 
and bacon, ham, butter and eggs could 
be disposed of there at any time of th« 
year. There were practically no failures 
where mixed farming was carried on, 
for if there was a failure in one braneh 
there was plenty in some of the other 
branches. He advocated strongly the 
formation of creameries, as the butter 
was of a better quality and demanded 
a higher price, also it took the work off 
the housewife’s hands. In’ order to make 
it profitable the farmers must have good 
dairy cows which must be taken care of 
in both summer and winter. The speak- 
er impressed upon his hearers that the 
poor cows must be got rid of and onl) 
the good ones kept. Test the cows by 
weighing the milk and keeping a record. 

Mr. Longmore took up the subject of 
Poultry. He gave a plain talk on how to 
raise pullets for winter laying. His ad- 
dress was very interesting and much 
information was gathered. In the even- 
ing he devoted his time to the killing 
and plucking of poultry and the kind 
of hen houses the least expense to the 
farmer.

Tragic Scene of Lonely Irish Road— 
Victim: Was Hit Twice. — Gun 
Shots Follow an Exciting Chase. 


London, Jan, 24—An Lrish Protest- 
uit clergyinan, the Rev. J. White, 
diocesan curate of Cashel, in County 
Tipperary, has been shot at and 
seriously wounded, hig assailant being 
also a clergymun living in the = dis- 
trict. 

Mr. White, who is a son of a wWell- 
known eeclesiastic, the Very Rev. 
Gvorge White, Dean of St. Patrick's 


Cathedral in Cashel, was driving 
along the public road, on iis Way 
nome to Cashel after conducting 


divine service in a parish in the eam- 
ern part of the country at the village 
of Ballingarry. 

Until quite recently the incumbent 
of the parish of Lismalin and Ballin- 
garry was the Rev. Thomas 8. Gib- 
bins, Who lives in Killenaule, midway 
between Ballingarry and Cashel, but 
he has not lately been officiating, and 
the duties he used to fulfil wére being 
earried out by Mr. White. 

Victim’s Narrative, 

Mr. White was approaching Kellen- 
aule when he was overtaken by Mr. 
Gibbings, who fired twice with a gun 
et Mr. White. One bullet entered 
the rev. gentleman’s arm and another 
tis leg 

Mr. Gibbings subsequently surren- 
dered to the police at Ballingarry. 
At Cashel petty sessions he was form- 
ally brought before the bench and re- 
ovanded, 

The encounter on the public road 
uppears to have been quite dramatic, 
end nay be described in the words 
given to the Over-Seas ‘Daily 
Mail’s” correspondent by the wound: 
ed élergyman’s brother, the Rev. G 
P. White, incumbent of Templemore, 
County Tipperary, repeating the 
narrative of the victim: 

“My brother, he said, “was fol- 
lowed by this unfortunate man, who 
was seated in his own outside car with 


a gun, and was driving himself. My 
brother turned his car down a sidv 
road in an endeavor to avoid him, 


as he suspected that something was 
wrong with him. Then, when he 
thought he had succeeded iMyavoiding 
Mr. Gibbins my brother turned back, 
but was suddenly confronted by Mr. 
Gibbings in this car. The latter drew 
up close to my brother and threatened 
to shoot him with the gun, 
Shot Twice. 

“My brother held him in parley for 
a few moments until he had lossened 
the rugs which were round him, and 


then jumped behind the car. As he 
dodged, Mr. Gibbings shot at him, 
shattering his hand, He then dis- 


eharged the second barrel of his gut 
at my brother, striking him in the 
knee. 

“It was anost imarvellous how, my 
brother eseaped death,’’ the rev 
gentleman continued, “because they 
were only about six feet apart when 
the shooting took place. 

“My brother, as soon as he 
that the gun was unloaded, managed

EDMONTON WINS SECOND. 

The second game of the series with 
Battleford in the Thistle Rink Saturday 
night was a decided revelation of Bat- 
tieford’s real strength. The game was 
of the fastest Tarietr, lagging 
throughout, and at no time till the lost 
ten minutes was it evident which team 
would win. At half-time the score stood 
two all, and even when Edmonton had 
a lead in the second half the teams seem: 
ed so evenly matched that the outcome 
was doubtful. Battleford put in a much 
superior game to that of Friday night.

The second half saw more determined 
work, both sevens exerting themselves to 
the limit. The play in consequence was 
not so free from rough work, although 
the only flagrant breach of etiquette was 
on the part of Whitereft, who, for the 
first time in his history as a hockey 
player completely lost his head, His ac- 
tion in attacking the referee was the 
climax to his outbreak. The fact that 
“Whit” is not ordinarily a rough or 
dirty player, bat tho very cleanest, made 
his exhibition the more inexplicable.

EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE. 


A dynamite explosion occurred on 
Saturday evening about eight o'clock 
at the coal mine owned by the United 
Colleries company on Fraser's Flats, 
near the lumber mill, which resulted 
im the injury of one man, Thomas 
Somerset, engineer at the mine, and 
in the complete destruction of the 
engine house. Somerset was removed 
to the Public hogpital, where he was 
found to be suffering greatly irom the 
shock, but hopes are entertained for 
sis regovery, 

At the time of the explosion Som- 
erset, the engineer, was building a fire 
in hie engine; a short distance away 
a few sticks of dynamite were being 
thawed out in the drying box. Sud- 
lenly, the dynamite exploded, with a 
noise that was heard plainly in all 
parts of the ¢ity, The unfortnnate 
man was hurled several feet away by 
the force of the explosion. The \rame 
engine house wag blown to pieces) the 
timbers and boards being scattered in 
every directions some of them being 
carried several hundred feet away. 
fhe doora and windows of the office 
nearby were blown in but none of the 
ther buildings were damaged, 

The noise of the explosion called out 
the terrified miners and mill hands 
who lived neatby. The Red Cross am- 
bulance was called and the injured en- 
vineer was removed to the Publie hos- 
pital for treatment, He was found to 


be suffering from na severe shock. He 
was badly injured about the face, 
where he was etruck by the flying 


lebris and his right arm was broken, 
His hearing was also affected, Dr. W 
». Ferris attended the man. 

Today be is reported to be slightly 
improved and his recovery, it is ex- 
rected, will be oniy a matter of time. 

The engine and other mine machin- 
ry was only slightly damaged. <A 
ang of men Were at work yesterday 
epalring the damage and erecting a 
cew engine house and the operation 
of the mine will be resumed at once. 

The cause of (‘the explosion is a 
msytery. According to the imorma- 
sion received the dynamite was in the 
regular drying box, a sufficient diast- 
ance from the furnace to prevent any 
aceident, There is some slight sus- 
picion of foul play and an iniormal 
vovestigation will probably be pro- 
weeded with. There will be no inves-

During the convention Dr. Ferris 
read a very carefully prepared papet 
on “Medical inspection of Schools, 
which reeeived general endorsation by 
the convention, j 

Superintendent J. McCaig delivered 
an address at the convention on 
“Secondary education,” which — lealt 
wi) secondary school work from the 
standpoint of legislation as wel as 
accomplishment. He made a strong 
plea for free secondary schools with 
liberal government aid, and he favor: 
ed giving the work a distinet status 
without changing o« dividing the local 
administrative bodies beyond perhaps 
an increase in the number of members 
yn the city school boards. Mr. Me 
Caig also advocated the establishment 
of two grades of secondary schools — to 
suit the smaller town in one case and 
the large commercial and industrial 
centres in the other case. The work 
of the smaller Schools should cor:es 
pond somewhat to the work being 
done by the present high school, that 
is the preparation of teachers and 
matriculanta, but he emphatically em 
phasived the need of making good the 
elementary commercial course by tie 
addition of stenography and type- 
writing, likewise the improvement of 
the teaching of agriculture by the in- 
troduction of more suitable text books 
und the adding of laboratory and field 
work. In the opinion of the superin- 
tendent the present minimum cours¢ 
of work in high schools that ennbler 
them to draw o grant is too heavy for 
girls whe simply wish to attend the 
secondary (ghool for the purpose o! 
ceuring a liberal training on the 
literary side of the course, 

“Por the higher rank of schools, for 
the larger industrial centres,” said 
Superintendent MeCaig, “the ideal 
secondary edueation would be carried 


nm in two separate institutions, one 
doing its work for the professions — 0% 
teachers, and the other running 
parallel to it and giving preparation 
iov industrial and mercantile lines. 
We have not yet reached a stage in 
which we can differentiate the 
schoolastic and industrial interests in 
the secondary schools, but these in- 
terests must be taken care of in the 


more elementary way by single schools 
that answer both interests.” 

“In. the Jarger industrial centres 
like Kdmonton and Crlerary the col 
legiate or higher type of high schools 
should have, in addition to the sab- 
jects of the smaller schools, manual 


training of an advanced and some- 
what specialized sort, and likewise 
domestic selence The commercial 
course should likewise be of an ad- 
vanced sort. in order to prepare tea- 
chers for. smaller schools. The col- 
legiate school should be well equipped 
as to laboratories, gymnasium, libra- 


ries and reading rooms and buildings 
for manual training and domestic 
science,” 

This idea of Superintendent Me- 
Caig’s of taking account of both the 
professional and industrial intereste 
in steondary schools and a system of 
free secondary state schools called 
forth much enthusiastic comment 
the part of the delegates.
